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1. The Polish Leration in Argentina has received confidential instructions from 
Warsau to begin preparations for a larre-seale repatriation of Polish nationals 
to begin in early 1950 and continue through 1951. 


2. The Legation has been advised that no publicity is to bo given the project at 
this times however, a study will be made of the number of Poles in Argentina and 
the number desiring to return to Poland if civen the opportunity. Passage to 
Poland will be paid by the Warsay Government. 


3. It is believed that the repatriation will apply to Foles in other Latin American 
countries as well as to those in Arrentina.

Furthermore, the Argentine source pointed out, the Polish Government has 
no transportation facilities to move large numbers of Poles back to their homeland.
